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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The declaration under 37 CFR 1 . 1 31 is 
insufficient. Facts three (3) and four (4) of the declaration indicate that conception and reduction to practice occurred at least as early as 
22 September 2000, citing the "disclosure document" as evidence of this allegation. While the disclosure document may provide evidence 
of conception of the invention as of 22 Septmeber 2000, it is not evidence that the invention was reduced to practice as of said date. 
Reduction to practice may be either actual or constructicve. The disclosure document is fails to provide evidence of actual reduction to 
practice: it fails to provide a showing that the apparatus actually existed and worked for its intended purpose. See MPEP 715.07 (III). In 
addition, the disclosure document does not constitute constructice reduction to practice (i.e., the filing of a US patent application). See 
MPEP 715.07(a). Based on the evidence provided, there is no showing of actual reduction to practice prior to the filing date of the Hicks 
reference. Furthermore, there is no showing of constructive reduction to practice prior to the filing date of the Hicks reference. At most, 
there is a showing of conception prior to the filing date of the Hicks reference, with an insufficient showing of diligence between the date of 
conception and the date of constructive reduction to practice (i.e., 4 April 2001). Accordingly, the declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 is 
insufficient to overcome the rejection. 
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
